FEATURES OF AQUEDUCT'S RACING. 

Advantages of Its Long Homestretch — Club- 
house Commissioners and Their Foes. 

New York. November 5. — There is one draw back 
to Ihe new’ Aqueduct race course, for new it prac- 
tically is, there is so little room for ladies la the 
clubhou.se end i>f the stand. Tliere are few’ boxes, 
but as a rule they are taken by the same jiarty of 
men day after day. T<> be sure, there arc not 
iiian.v women visitors to the track just now’, hut if 
lln*re were, most of them would be T*ompelb‘<l to 
sit with the majority of the crowil in the grand- 
stand. YVhat is needed at Aqueduct is an upp<*r 
story to the cluhhousv*. with a veranda large enough 
to ludd several hundred of the gentle st*x. 

Tliat at least one prominent swiety lad.v Is fond 
of racing has la*«*u deuionsrrated here da.v after 
day ever since the cold weather sv‘t in. .Mr. and 
.Mrs. Richard T. Wilson. Jr., are most a.ssidious 
devotees of the sport. Mr. Wilson is a frail man. 
who at times during the summer, was very ill. His 
w’ifi*. formerly Miss Mason, -of Boston, is his an- 
tithesis. and is a living example of the gtMxl elfeet 
of out-d<H>r si»ort on her sex. As cold and raw 
a da.v as was Saturday. Ihe opening day, Mrs. 
Wilson was on hand. Her^ husband had several 
horses engaged that day. inoluding .Moufort, tin* 
Ornament eolt which ran se<*oiid to Bro<»kdaIe 
Nymph in the A<inediu*t Handicap. Monfort ran 
a remarkably gocal race, dropping far back at 
first, then closing up very fast through the long 
homestretch. 

It Is this feature of the uiumtentalious track 
which has commended ft to horse ow’iu'rs and 
trainers. ’J’hey realize that there should he little 
<>r no excuse for the defeat at Aqueduct of a horse 
which on pa[K-r looks liest. On Monday it was 
this that saved Braneiis’ ha«*kers. for the awkward 
gelding was all tangleil np over on the far turn, 
and did not lK*giii to oven*oine the h*aders until 
well down the stretch. Even then he was in 
jeopardy, for Notter, on .1. F. l>onohue lM>re out 
from the rail at the same time that Delaby. ou 
Killaloe, bore in a trifle, and it then appeared as 
if Branees would be shut out completely. T<> the 
relief of his backers, the game old geldiug found 
an o|>euing and got home first, while immediately 
behind him the once formidable *‘re<l and blue” of 
“Phil” Dw.ver’s Red Friar was so rapidly overhaul- 
ing Braneas that he might have won in a few inbre 
strides. Braneas pulh*<l up very lame, but gradu- 
ally walked out of it. 

It is, by the way. a semree of great regret that 
“Phil” Dwyer’s colors ait* so seldom seen In front 
nowadays. He replenishes each >ear with a dozen 
yearlings, enters them liU*rally. which costs him 
another large amount annually, and not since .Major 
Daiugerfield and the others sold b.v him to .Tames 
B. Brady and F. <’. McLew’ee for $r>0,00o, has the 
veteran horseiiian hud a really go«*fl year, though 
Knight Errant, hut for uiisoundness. might have 
ileveloped iiit<» a fine perforim*r over a long dis 
taiieo of ground. .Mr. Dwyer’s horses are trained 
by Riehard .Miller, a protege for many years t>aek 
»>f the Messrs. Dwyer, and the man who handled 
Africander wh»*n tliat high-class racer was at the 
height of his fame. Of eonrs«'. any man who trains 
fi»r Philip or t'harles l»wyer. is always open to the 
suggestions t>f thosi* ex|a?rts, hut of late neither 
nnele rior nephew' pays min.*h attention to the de 
falls of training, and so the Dwy’cr horses are now 
more than ever in the hands of thei|^ actual trainer. 

t’hurJes Dw.ver is a clubhouse <*ommissiouer at 
interniittant perhals, but unless tin* character of 
the program and tlie nature of the day promises a 
large clubhouse attendance, Dw.ver do<*s not “weigh 
in” with the «*Iubhouse adiiiissiun fee, w’hieh, for 
a ‘’commissioner.” is a day. Some da.vs there 
hav<* been as nian.v as two s«*ore emnmissioners at 
work ill the <*lubhouse at Belmont Park and Sheeps- 
lM*ad Bar. The $20 a da.v includes admission lo the 
<*ourse, $.‘» admission to the <‘lnbhotis<*. $o additional, 
and $12 for I’inrormatioii.” the tissue supidied to 
all layers and c*oium]sSl<uiers. eotituiniiig the olticial 
list of jocke.vs, wt*ights, comN'tions. etc. From 
this source alone a handsome revenue is gleam*d. 
»*ne of the various sources from whieii the tracks 
oloaiii the millions from which the state derives 
its live jM*r cent., or $*200,<smi aunually. 

Thos«r who fre«p!eiit tlie clubhouse d<» not by any 
means, eoiifine themselves to picking a probable 
winner. It lias bm*<une the vogue to ”lo.v” a horse 
or horses in the ehibbousi*. The extremely shrewd 
division w hit'll includes Alphonse Hudson, a elo.se 
friend of M»*ssrs. Gates and Drak<*: Henry Drjer, 
Fred Jolinsim. .Tessti Lewisohii ami others will tifteii 
lay a |K>int lietter than the market price, t»r rather 
tht* price quottrd by the elubliouse <*oinniiasioners. 
which an* not, you can wager, ’’dutch bt>oks,” 
and in a spirit of pique the ‘‘amateurs’* w’ill la.v a 
better price to the commissioner than he will offer 
them. Thus quite sttme betting is done that never 
goes out of the eluhbouse into the ring, and this 
has given cause for more or less protest ou the 
part of the large operators, w’ho naturally want all 
Ihe money bet to Imj in circulation. For w*veral 
years this was the cause of strong feeling between 
Wlieelm-k, Jones, Cowan and other w’ell known 
layers against the associations and the abolition of 
f<*es for the privilege of iKKikinaking, which took 
place three yeas ago at Belmont I’ark, wras to a 
certain extent the result of this feud. 

However, this attitude of the layers was re- 
garded as a good business exaction, and a recent 
decision of the stewards of the English Jockey Clnb 
would appear to sustain the American bookies, of 
late there Lad grown up In iine> clubhouses at the 
Various EngilNfi courses a state of affairs now ex- 
isting her» — ihat Is. amateurs had turned layers.

Among the fillies is a half-sister to 
King James and a youngster out of the Oaks w’iuuer, 
Flora Pomona. 

It is probable that J. R. Keene’s two great three- 
year-old fillies. Court Dress and Poi>e Joan, will be 
given another trial on the turf next season and 
not retired to the stud until llKTiK Major Dalnger- 
ftehl is of the opinion that these two brilliant two- 
year-<»lds of 190G will stand training and race 
again next seas<ui in high-class form. 

W. O’B. Maodouough may locate his young stal- 
lion. OrsinI, the sire of Geiirge C. Bennett and 
other gfHMl winners in Keiitiick.v the coming season. 
He wants the st»n of the unbeaten Ormonde to have 
a chance to be mated to some .vouug Hanover mares, 
'rin* Ornamde and Hanover cross this year gave the 
Inrf Orhy. Riehard Croker’s English Derby w’inner. 
Mardoiiough iiwns one Hanover mare. Sloe, the dam 
of Oran, which winner of the Great Trial Stakes 
is by Ossary, another son of Ormonde. 

David GidiMUi’s famous mare. The Biittertiles, the 
first filly to w’in the Futurity, is believe<l to be 
in foal this s«*ason to Star Shoot. She has only sent 
one winner to the ra«*es. her stud career so far 
having been a whole <-hapter of accidents.

AN OLD-TIME STAYER.

.Sti'veiis’ Black Maria, a long lifetime ago. in 
Oc“tol»er, 18.‘>2, Black Maria won a race of foiir- 
nilh* heats over the Union Course on Long Island, 
in which five heats were m-cessar.v to achieve vic- 
tory. Over a heavy track this wonderful mare won 
the first lii'al, dead-healed the s«*<*ond, was sec«'iid 
ill Hu* third, second in tlie fourth ami w<»n the fifth, 
running a tidal distance of twenty miles. Black 
Maria was on Hu* turf six .vears; started twciity- 
tiv<* time's and won Hilrte«*ii races. Eleven of her 
contests were three and four-mile heats.

KENTUCKY RACING COMMISSION SAFE. 



It some quarters It has been asserted that one 
conseqiienee of Republican success iu Kentucky 
would be the repeal of the law creating the State 
Kueing UVuuiiiission, hut there docs not appear to 
4 k* any substantial ground for the suggestion. .V 
leading Kentucky hreeiler, who is himself a Re- 
publican, said in an iiiteiview’ Thursday conwrning 
this matter: ‘’While it is true that there was a 

plank in the Republican platform calling for a re- 
peal of the law creating the State Racing Commis- 
sion, there is no prohahility of such legisfutiuu. In 
the first place, I have been assured that it was not 
the sentiment of the party that such a plank l»e 
injected into Hie platform. I have beeu reliably 
informed that it w’as drafted by some one at rs>uia- 
ville. who had, it was later discovered, an axe lo 
grind against one member of the i*ommissiou. It 
was presented to the committee ou resolutions, xvho 
are not hors«*nien and know nothing of the breeding 
and racing industry in this state, with the assur- 
ance that it was a master political stroke. It was, 

as we all know in this section, nothing of the sort, 

and the si>ejik«*rH for the Republican cause were 
fi*rtUwitli advised from campaign headquarters to 
make no utterance against the Racing Commission 
during the campaign. 

“The leaders of the Repiihliean party have lieeii 

made to see that the law is the best thing that 

could have happened for the control of racing in this 
state, and when the Racing Commission makes its 
first annual report to Hie Legislature next month 
I think that it w'ill have the approval of the Repub- 
lican as well as the Democratic memliers of ithe 
(General Assembly. If a measure intendiug to wipe 
out this law were |>reseuted the Democrats are 
strong enough to kill it without Republican aid. 

and should it Ik* passed aud sent to the Governor, I 
would lay odds that he would veto it.*’

“BIG TIM’S” MONEY NOT TAINTED. 

Where did “Big Tim” Sullivan get his money? 
Public interest in this question was aroused wlicii. 
<Ki Sunday, in Miner’s Bowery Theater, 'riniolhy 
D. .Sullivan said to the acconipaniineiit of Tammany 
<li«‘ers that be had never taken a dollar of graft, 
says the New York World. 

“That’s right,” said “Big Tim.” when asked 
to ri'eoneile his statement witli the possession of 
enough wealth to eiialde him to drop at 

the race tracks without going into bankruidcy. 

“It’s gospel truth,” continued Sullivan, “that 
I’ve lost close to $2 «ni.OOO on the ponies this sea- 
.son. but, just the same, you can stake your life 
oil it that no dollar of dirty liioney ever touched 
iny hands. 

“Apparently yon don’t know that I am in receipt 
of an annual imome of l>etween $‘200,000 and 
$,MKi,000. Does that surprise you?” 

“How did you get it’r” 

“While I was in the assembly and senate and 
later in Washington as a congressman, 1 never 
saved a dollar.” said Sullivan. “Six years ago I 
was $.">0,000 iu debt. I had been playing a swift 
game. 

‘T made up my mind that it was time to quit, 
and I cut it all out in a single day. I passed up 
the Great White Way, took a room at the Occi- 
dental Hotel, on the Bowery, and I’ve stuck it out 
ever since. I liaven’t been on Bro.adway more than 
five times in six years.” 

“P.ut, how have you made your money?” 

“I’m doing quite a business in theatricals for one 
thing,” said “Big Tim” modestly. “I’ve got 
lliirty-one eumpanies — burlesques, extravaganzas, 
nielodrutnas and a couple of tragedies — on the road. 
They are all doing well. I own one theater and 
liave substantial interests in five others. There are 
some eiiteri»rises outside theatricals which yield me 
fair returns.” 

“Big Tim” did not itemize these other enter- 
prises, vNiich include the Jamaica race track and 
Coney Island’s Dreamland. 

“I am going to cut out the race track game.” 
said Sullivan, as the memory of this season’s losses 
was revived by another question. “I’m going to 

turn to faro bank. It’s the only game that gives 
a man a fair chance, provided the dealer is on the 
level and the box is straight. 

“One of my troubles,” be said, “is that I never 
keep lKK>ks. When I get up in the morning I don’t 
know whether $10,000 or $10 is coming to me on 
any transaction. That is one of the reasons, I 
.sup|K)se why mon<*j’ melts so quick with me.” 
“Where has it gone?” 

“Oh, it’s hard to tell,” .said Sullivan, with a 
careless laugh. “Some to the race tracks, some to 
tlie faro hank and some to the l>oys who stuck by 
me when I needed help.” 

“But,” said “Big Tim.” growing earnest, “1 
never got a dollar from the poolrooms or from dis- 
orderly houses. Sometimes I have helped a pool- 
ukuu man or a handliookie who got into trouble, 
lint iny only pay was his thanks. 

“I look upon a gambler at tlie race track as no 
worse or better than the gambler in Wall street. 
They are both in the game at different angles — 
that’s .ill. 

“I’d help the one as readily as I would the other, 
provided he was a decent fellow. But sympathy 
ami dirty money don’t go together. What I said 
last night at Miner’s Theater was the truth — every 
word of it. 

“liemt^nilier that I am through with the ponie.s 
and that no dirty money ever has or ever will go 
into my plans.” said Sullivan in conclusion. “So 
* long.”
